The actual trial of Mrs. Lulu 
Priiice-Kennedy for the murder, 
last January, of her husband of a 
month, began in Kansas City late 
Wednesday afternoon in the circuit 
court. 
The case 
was called Monday 
morning and the time since then 
has

in 
getting 
a jury. Prosecuting Attorney H a d ­ 
ley made his statement just before 
court adjourned, and the bearing of 
the testimony will begin today. 
Many of Mr. Hadley’s assertions 
were objected to by the defense, es­ 
p ecially whenever he referred to 
the alleged 
consp iracy 
between 
Mrs. Kennedy and her father and 
iier brothers. 
Most of these objec­ 
tions were overruled. 
‘T will state,” said iMr. Hadley, 
“ that Philip Kennedy was mur­ 
dered as a result of a consp iracy in 
which Lulu Kennedy. Bert, C. W. 
and W i i i Prince were the actors. 
Along in 19 00 there came to K an­ 
sas City a baseball p layer named 
Case Patten.
